"Ruptured  Duck'  which  was  an  award  in  the  form  of  a  lapel  pin  made  of  gilt 
metal  and  presented  to  all  military  personnel  who  were  honorably  discharged 
from  1939  thru  1945  When  metals  became  critical  to  the  war  effort,  the  medal

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was  issued  in  gill  plastic  After  the  war  ended,  the  plastic  medals  could  be 
redeemed  for  the  metal  pins 

The  2005  ANA  medal  for  the  San  Francisco  ‘World's  Fair  of  Money'  was 
designed  by  Garrett  &  Michelle  Burke  and  is  entitled  Timelines  '  The 
obverse  of  the  round  features  the  Old  San  Francisco  Mint,  a  classic  Greek 
revival  structure  on  the  upper  portion  and  a  picturesque  cityscape  on  the  lower 
half,  with  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  a  Standing  Liberty  Quarter  as  a  cable  car 
passenger  The  reverse  shows  the  ANA  logo  surrounded  by  ornate  artistry  that 
might  appear  on  an  engraved  Gold  Rush  era  pocket  watch  The  medal  was 
sculpted  by  internationally  acclaimed  coin  designer  Alex  Shagin  of  Santa 
Monica,  California

The  Texas  Numismatic  Association  has 
issued  its  2005  convention  medal  fea¬ 
turing  the  image  of  Col  James  W  Fannin, 
commander  at  Goliad,  and  Francisca  Alvarez, 
known  as  the  Angel  of  Goliad  ”  Fannin 
initially  won  recognition  in  the  Battle  of 
Concepcion  After  the  fall  of  the  Alamo, 
he  was  given  orders  to  retreat  to  Victoria 
His  army  was  surrounded  by  Mexican 
troops  during  the  retreat  and  he  surrendered 
On  March  27,  1836,  Fannin  and  about  350 
of  his  men  were  executed  on  the  orders  of 
General  Santa  Anna  The  wife  of  a  captain 

in  the  Mexican  army,  Alvarez  got  her  nickname  by  intervening  on  behalf  of 
Fannin  and  his  men  Her  efforts  save  the  lives  of  more  than  25  soldiers  She 
holds  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  person  on  the  Mexican  side  of  the 
struggle  for  Texas  independence  to  be  honored  by  the  Texas  House  and  Senate 
The  round  was  designed  by  Frank  Galindo  of  San  Antonio  It  was  struck  in 
silver  and  antique  bronze 


A  set  of  999  fine  silver  coins  has  been  minted  by  the  Cook  Islands  to 
commemorate  the  Return  to  Space  and  features  America's  historic  space  shuttles 
-  Columbia,  Challenger,  Discovery.  Atlantis  and  Endeavour  The  coins  were 
designed  by  Paul  and  Chris  Calle  and  are  available  individually  or  as  a  complete 
five-coin  set

Yet  Another  Link  to  Silver

Every  member  in  our  club  at  some  time  collected  or  continues  to  collect 
silver  by  way  of  silver  art  bars  our  rounds;  our  link  to  one  another  Yet 
another  link  to  silver  from  years  past  is  in  silver  certificates. 


Do  you  know  the  history  of  silver  certificates?  Want  do  find  out?  Read 
on  and  learn  a  little  about  the  history  of  silver  back  in  the  1800s  through 
silver  certificates  I  thought  it  was  interesting  and  hope  you  will  too. 

First  issued  in  1878,  silver  certificates  were  our  nation’s  primary 
currency  tor  many  years.  They  were  issued  in  denominations  ranging 
from  $1  to  SI, 000  and  could  be  exchanged  for  silver  dollars  at  the  U  S. 
Treasury. 


In  1878,  the  U  S  economy  was  doing  quite  well  and  the  need  for  silver 
coinage  outweighed  the  available  supply  The  idea  was  not  to  replace 
coins,  but  to  create  an  easier  method  of  exchange.  The  government 
would  hold  the  equivalent  amount  of  silver  coins  and  bullion  and 
promise  to  redeem  the  certificates  on  demand  Due  to  the  Silver 
Purchase  Act  of  1934.  the  redemption  clause  was  changed  to  allow 
redemption  in  silver  dollars  or  silver  bullion,  and  in  March  1964  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  halted  redemption  in  silver  dollars. 

The  last  series  of  silver  certificates  was  issued  in  1957.  When  the  price 
of  silver  began  rising  rapidly  in  the  early  1960s,  it  became  evident  that 
those  holding  silver  coins  could  profit  greatly  by  selling  them  on  the 
open  market.  This  would  have  resulted  in  the  disappearance  of  silver 
coins,  with  people  hoarding  the  precious  metal,  as  had  happened  during 
the  Civil  War  To  avoid  this  crisis.  Congress  stopped  redeeming  silver 
certificates  in  1968  and  began  exchanging  them  for  Federal  Reserve 
Notes  at  face  value. 

Another  Act  of  Congress,  dated  June  24,  1967,  provided  that  silver 
certificates  could  be  exchanged  for  silver  bullion  for  a  period  of  one 
year,  until  June  24,  1968. 

Even  though  silver  certificates  are  no  longer  printed,  those  which  remain 
outstanding  are  still  legal  tender  and  can  be  spent  just  like  a  Federal 
Reserve  Note.

DID  YOU  KNOW? 

In  1965,  silver  was  eliminated  from  all  U  S.  coins  except  the 
half-dollar,  which  had  its  silver  content  reduced  from  909%  to  40%. 

In  1985  the  U  S.  Mint  was  authorized  to  begin  minting  silver 
bullion  coins.

We  received  a  message  from  Val  Mogensen  of  Newbury  Park,  California, 
saying  “Just  a  note  to  let  you  know  how  much  I  enjoyed  your  article  “Who  Was 
H  Alvin  Sharpe0”  He  tells  Stephanie,  “Your  words  painted  a  real  life  picture 
of  Mr  Sharpe  and  gave  the  reader  an  insight  to  his  many  talents  I  have  in  my 
collection  a  few  of  Mr  Sharpe's  8  02  silver  bars  and  some  silver  pieces,  some 
of  which  are  signed  and  dated  These  were  struck  by  him  from  his  hand 
engraved  dies  ” 

Bill  Fivaz  of  Dunwoody,  Georgia  writes,  “I  read  with  interest  the  article  on  your 
organization  in  the  recent  (5/8/05)  Cow  World,  and  thought  you  might  enjoy 
seeing  photos  of  a  couple  pieces  I  have  of  H  Alvin  Sharpe’s 

Both  are  proofs  of  a  medal  used  by  the  Blue  Ridge  Numismatic  Association 
years  ago  One  is  a  lead  'splash'  and  the  other  is  a  silver  proof  of  that  design 

Sharpe  did  several  works  for  both  BRNA  and  the  Georgia  Numismatic  back  in 
the  1970s,  and  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  be  able  to  purchase  these  two  pieces  in 
the  ‘80s  ”
